Ans.  This  is  evidently  another  of  those  man-made  freaks  som'' 
times  erroneously  sold  as  “Patterns."  We  have  seen  this  sort  of  thit 
on  copper-nickel  cents,  liberty  nickels,  occasional  large  cents  andt 
solitary  half  dime.  In  earlier  days  they  were  readily  produced 
placing  a coin  between  two  pieces  of  leather  and  using  a hamm^ 
preferably  a wide  mallet.  Today  they  can  be  more  easily  produced 
placing  the  coin  in  a hydraulic  press  either  using  rubber  platforms 
between  leather  strips  as  before.  The  rubber  or  leather  allows  expo: 
sion  but  prevents  too  serious  flattening  of  the  parts  in  relief.  Son 
people  have  fun  in  the  strangest  ways;  either  making  these  things 
collecting  them.
